Miller has filed an unprece- 


dented unfair labor practices 
charge against Finley with the 
National Labor Relations Board 
and Eckert's avowed purpose 
was to end the feud before It got 
as far as that nonbaseball body.

would be absurd to apply this an- 
cient doctrine to modern aviation. 
As one judge put it: 


"Every transcontinental flight 


would subject the operator, to 
countless trespass suits. Common 
sense revolts at the idea." 


But tougher issues lay ahead. 


What about those home owners 
who lived close to airports? They 
complained not just of a technical 
trespass, high in (he air, but of the 
roar and vibration of aircraft pass- 
ing right overhead. 


A harassed chicken farmer be- 


came the symbol of their plight. 
In a case fought all the way to 
the Supreme Court, he charged that 
his terrified chickens were dashing 
themselves to death against the 
walls of their coop. 


"My farm," he said, "has been 


ruined for raising chickens." 


This time, the farmer won com- 


pensation. The court said that, even 
though planes had a right to fly 
through his airspace, he was en- 
titled to be paid for that portion of 
his properly v;ilue that had been 
"taken" from him. 


Ever since the chicken farmer's 


victory, the law has been gradually 
harmonizing the traditional rights 
of private property with the emerg- 
ing necessities of the air age. It has 
refused to let private rights arbi- 
trarily block progress; it has also 
refused to let the price of progress 
fall unfairly on individual property 
owners.

What I Remember 
About the Old 
Stanley Steamer 


W 


hen this writer was a boy 
there were three famous 
"off - beat" automobiles 


which today are only memories: 
The Baker Electric, the Frank- 
lin Air-Cooled, and the Stanley 
Steamer. 


The Baker Electric never was 


a road car because its driving 
range 
was limited, 20 to 30 


miles—nor is It any more prac- 
tical today with new batteries 
delivering only 60 to 80 miles. 
It would eliminate air pollution, 
but the public would no more 
accept it today than It did earlier 
in the century. 


The Franklin, on the 
other 


hand, was a ton-drawer auto- 
mobile, of Cadillac quality and 
Model T economy. Thousands 
were sold, but this fine air-cooled 
car fell by the waysidebecause It 
hadn't the brute power or speed 
of the oncoming water-cooled 
jobs. And this is really immater- 
ial to the air pollution discussion 
because 
Franklin 
was 
just 


another internal combustion ma- 
chine with a poisonous exhaust. 


This brings us to the Stanley 


Steamer—burning kerosene and 
creating little or no pollution of 
the atmosphere. The Stanley was 
built for 30 years or more, out- 
performed all the gasoline cars 
of its day — but never 
really 


caught on with the status seekers. 


Here were the Stanley's 
ad- 


vantages: 


It was the fastest car of its day. 


At a time when the average stock 
gasoline auto had a top speed of 
about 55 miles an hour every 
Stanley was guaranteed to run 
9#/2 with five persons aboard. 
It outranged all its gasoline com- 
petitors, delivering 300 to 400 
miles without taking on either 
fuel or water. And it was the 
quietest and most economical of 
all. 


Here were the Stanley's dis- 


advantages: 


Being a steamer it wouldn't 


take off instantly in the morn- 
ing. Early models required half 
an hour to get up steam. But this 
was later reduced to a few 
minutes. 


It was plagued by the ancient 


problem of finding a good seal for 
the kitchen's hot-water faucet— 
in this case the packing around 
the valves of the two-cylinder 
steam engine. Most of the Stan- 
ley owners were do-it-yourself 
guys who didn't mind packing the 
valve gear every Saturday. With 
today's improved seals it is pos- 
sible this maintenance work could 
be eliminated ina 1967 steam car.

Whites Hurl 
Bottles in 
Milwaukee

MILWAUKEE, Wls. (AP) - 


Crowds of whites hurled bottles 
and rocks at a line of Negro 
open housing marchers in the 
virtually all-white South Side 
Monday 
night, 
bringing 
an 


abrupt end to Milwaukee's 15th 
straight night of demonstra- 
tions. 


Whites packed the sidewalks 


along 16th Street as the demon- 
strators, led by Negro comedian 
Dick Gregory and the Rev. 
James E. Groppi, a white Ro- 
man Catholic priest, moved into 
the neighborhood. 


Two persons were injured in- 


cluding Sydney Finley, a nation- 
al officer of the National Asso- 
ciation for the Advancement of 
Colored People who suffered a 
head cut. 


Police made 13 arrests. 
The whites, some of whom 


had 
made 
unsuccessful 
at- 


tempts earlier Monday to start 
marches of their own into the 
Negro North Side, were waiting 
for the procession of about 500 
Negroes. 


Even before the marchers 


crossed a viaduct into the neigh- 
borhood, bottles and firecrack- 
ers were tossed at the feet of po- 
lice. 


Police had used tear gas in a 


South Side neighborhood Sunday 
night to scatter whites aroused 
by the largest civil rights dem- 
onstration in the city's history. 
The demonstration had been 
staged with only minor inci- 
dents 
through another 
South 


Side section. 


"Sock it to me, Black Power, 


ooh, aah," chanted the demon- 
strators 
as

through the shouting waves of 
whites.

UAW had no Immediate com- 
ment on Chrysler's announce- 
ment, but it was expected to 
study the new prices to get an 
Indication of what kind of sec- 
ond contract offer the company 
might make. 


The union has rejected nearly 


Identical offers made by the Big 
Three. One GM official estimat- 
ed the original offer would add 
$4 an hour to the $4.70 an hour 
in wages and fringe benefits the 
average worker now draws. 


The Big Three offers Included 


raising the current 
average 


straight time hourly rate of 
$3.41 an hour by 13 cents the 
first year and by 2.8 per cent 
each successive year. 


The strike is not expected to 


delay Ford's price announce- 
ment since the company- has 
85,000 new models ready for in- 
troduction by dealers Sept. 22.
